Senator La Follette believed them to be, on the 
whole they appeared to be undercapitalized. And 
if the figures were based on 1920 values instead o: 
those of 1914, of course, the disparity would be 
even greater in favor of the railroads. 


Obviously, this is going to have a bearing on 


the interstate commerce commission's decisions on 
freight rates, and therefore it means higher rates. 


For that, probably, the country is prepared. The 


wave of hostility toward the railroads—which rail- 
road managers fully earned and justified by their 
wanton exercise and abuse of political control dur- 
ing a generation—has passed. The average Amer- 
ican, while just as bitterly opposed to letting the 
railroads run the country as he ever wasr probably 
is reconciled now to these views: That raTlroacT 
equipment and service must be brought up to the 
highest standard and kept there; that railroad 
labor must be adequately paid ; that capital invest- 
ed in railroads must be fairly compensated so that 
capital for extensions and upkeep will always be
